(21) The term "national" means a person owing permanent allegiance 
to a state. 

(22) The term "national of the United States" means 

(A) a citizen of the United States, or 

(B) a person who, though not a citizen of the United States, owes 
permanent allegiance to the United States

b. Except as otherwise provided by the President and subject to such 

limitations and exceptions as the President may authorize and prescribe, 
it shall be unlawful for any citizen of the United States to depart from or 
enter, or attempt to depart from or enter, the United States unless he 
bears a valid United States passport.
